he ſhed at his death, as he was bound in that Cove. 
nant of blood, mutually ſhed at the Circumtiſion. 
His Circumciſion binding him as debtor, in that 
a Surety toredeem them Ty Sin-offering of his 
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Circumciſion of Heart promiſed to the Seed.

that he may be unto thee a God, as he ſware unto thy Fa- 
thers. Neither with thee onely do I wake this Covenant 
and this Oath ; but with him that flandeth with us here 
this day before the Lord our God, and with him that is 
wot bere with us this day | 

A Rule of equity. for the future alſo, binding Pa- 
rents, (Jews, and Gentiles) to engage their young 

- Children under Covenant with God ; and in that 

oynture with -the Little Ones the Lord God 

addeth his promiſe' to circumciſe their hearts, and 
the hearts of their Seed.

This duty bindeth Parents to chooſe good for 
themſelves and for their Children, even their ſeed, 
to include them at the loweſt foundation of bleſſing 
under the Covenant of God, 

Thou and thy Children ſhall obey with all thy 
heart, Dewt, chap. 30,2. thy heart obeyeth for them, 
and chooſeth good for them, and deriveth the bleſ- 
ſingunto them. 

Yes ſtand this day all of you before the Lord 
your God — your little ones — that thou ſhouldeſt 
enterinto Covenant with the Lord thy God , and 
into his Oath which the Lord thy God maketh with 
thee this day : that he may eſtabliſh rhee to day for 
a people unto himſelf, and that he may be unto thee 
a God. Remember this Record of Heaven and Earth

It is ofteg 
times called cutting a Covenant,in as much as beto- 
kened by cutting, at other times,cutting Beaſts, but 
in this the perſons were cut in token of Godsright 
unto them, and their right unto God the Sonne by 
covenant ofmutuall cutting in their fleſh as his, and 
his fleſhas theirs, given in his love unto death, for 
their redemption.

mit under his Enſign of baptiſm , and that ſuch a 
Nation as had afflicted Chriſtians before : The Cha- 
rafter of true Chriſtianity, to Bleſs Enemies , and 0- 
vercome evil with good. 

Hath any more afflicted the People of God than 
the Turk? Hath not his Alcoron a clauſe about -Je- 
reſalem to bea Village until the Nations come in'? 
By the Providenceof God it may ſeem a prepara- 
tivefor an expectation of the Nations coming fore- 
told herein by the Prophet 7/aiah : It being not un- 
like, that the Contriversof the Turkiſh devotion, 
had ſome knowledge of the Scriptures, as waged 
in the great Armies of Heraclizs a Chriſtian,after the 
ſix hundredth year of Chriſt , and the ſtory not diſ- 
covering impatience in the Turk at a late addreſs 
in writing, to perſwade, that the time wascome for 
his converſion unto Chriſt ; in which was alleged 
a Tradition from the Prieſts of AMahomet , that he 
being asked on his death-bed how long his Religi- 
en and Empire ſhould laſt, in anſwer only lift up his 


_ ten fingers toward Heaven. 


Whether his meaning were to have the Rule con- 
tinued ſo long as could by ſtrength of hands , or 
that it was tobe over-ruled by the Angel of the 
Lord, who lift up both his hands in Oath , for the 
good of his people Iſrael, 1290 dayes, (years in Pro- 
phetique accompt) after the full ſcattering of _

deriſion, to put a Scarlet Robe on. Chriſt-King of 
the Fewes, who triumpheth in his white of mercy, 
leading Captivity captive, and giving Gifts unto

Ahaz reigned 
ſixteen yeares 2 Kings 16. his ſon Hezekiah was 
twenty five years old when he began to reign, in 
the ſixt year of his reign was that other ma- 
lignant City Samaria taken by the king of 
Aſſyria, 2 Kings chap. 18. 2+ 10. King Abaz his ſon 
Hezekiah being then at the age 41. could not be 
meant by thechild, before whoſe yeares of diſcre- 
tion that work was to be done for deliverance of 
Jeruſalem from the war of thoſe two malignant 
Cities confederate, but accompting from the 4. 
of 4haz unto the ſixt of Hezekzah.,. the time of that 
event it was within 18. yeares from that prophe- 
cy under the name of that other child , and by 
Davids rule 1 Chron.

Accommodation. God give ears & heart to un-
